I was in El Dorado in 1923 when the

grandfather had passed down to the 
family. He was a Scotsman, born in 
Ulster in one of the towns bordering 
on Southern Ireland—Londonderry, I 
believe. Ulster—Northern Ireland—is 
Scotch and Protestant; while Southern 
Ireland is Irish and Catholic. 


In..thij! bolder town thc .Catholics 


would celebrate St. Patrick's day, and 
the Protestants would celebrate Or- 
ange day—the day that William the 
Third defeated the Catholic James at 
thc battle of thc Boyne. 


Well, what thc grandfather saw as a 


small Scotch boy was this: 


Every St. Patrick's day and every 


Orange day the hardware men on eith- 
er side of town would take out their 
axes and sickles and scythes and pass 
them onto their adherents. They start- 
ed fighting at daybreak—and at night- 
fall they would wipe thc blood off all 
the axes, sickles and scythes and put 
them back in stock. They were very 
particular about that—many a good 
man was slashed to death, but nobody 
ever stole a merchant's property. 


Thc story has significance. 
Tlie battle of the Boyne was fought 


in IfiitO. 


My grandfather's story was dated 


about 1820. 


Here it i.s 1935—and you read on this

There must also be an attempt to

Neither should boys be punished in 


school by being forced to sit with girls 
nor should their work be compared 
unfavorably with that of girls,' in the 
same classes.
